The clear choict that so m any p olitic­ 
ally IruG rated A m ericans have y earned 
to m ake betw een the p olitical p arties now 
em erges. 
WITH ALL resp ect to the hard-w orking 
R ep ublicans who worked on the m uch- 
argued-about 
p art> 
p latform , the Gold- 
w ater p latform is in the GOP cand id ate’s 
accep tance sp eech. The p arty p latform al­ 
w ay s has been subordinate to the p resi­ 
dential cand id ate’s views, and in 1964 that 
the c and id ate's view s will transcend both 
the them e and the p articulars that the 
convention ap p roved.

IN U.S. PAR TIES in recent y ears, each 
p arty has em bodied the full sp ectrum of 


belief. 
Eac.i nad its rightists, leftists and rnod- 
d e ra trs This led to a sm oothing over of 
differences that caused so m any A m eri­ 
cans in recent y ears to wonder if there 
really was a fundam ental difference be­ 
tween p arties.

Undermining the Foundation 


Nothing any one could say about the 
m urd er of Lem uel A. Penn on a high­ 
w ay in G eorgia by unknown assassins 
could be a stronger argum ent for sanity 
in this troubled state than the com m ents 
by G eorgia Gov. Carl E. Sanders. 
The victim of the m urder and two other 
N egroes had been in a sum m er m ilitary 
training cam p at Ft. Benning, Ga. They 
w ere on their way hom e to W ashington, 
w here 
M r. 
Penn 
was d irector 
of 
the 
cap ital c ity ’s five vocational schools. He 
w as a lieutenant colonel in the A rm y 
reserve. 
T here is no d irect evidence of racial 
m urder, but the horrible fact is th at G eor­ 
gia has earned a rep utation for racial 
violence. Gov. Sanders rep laced M arvin 
G riffin in the 1962 election. As governor. 
G riffin had been forthright cham p ion of 
race h atred and had p ledged total resis­ 
tance 
to 
desegregation. His successor is 
reap ing the wrhirlw ind of seeds of violence 
and corrup tion p lanted as far back as the 


e ra of the late U. S. Sen. Theodore. 
Bilbo w as an infam ous ap ostle of race 
h atred 
whose 
violence 
and 
corrup tion 
finally caused him to be barred 
from 
taking nis seat in the Senate in Ja nua ry 
1947 by a bip artisan m ajority of senators 
led by Ohio’s Sen. R obert A. Taft. 
R eferring to the kind of p eop le cap able 
of com m itting m urder against m em bers 
of 
the 
N egro 
race in G eorgia, 
Gov. 
Sanders said: 
This unfortunate nonsensical occurrence 
. . . rep resents the inflam m atory reaction 
of a p erson with a dem ented m ind. If we 
w ant to see our state destroy ed, our cii- 
zens dem oralized and the very foundation 
of our nation underm ined, we have only 
to let this ty p e of individual assum e gre a t­ 
er p rom inence and eventually take over, 
and this will be the end of A m erica.” 
Southerners, who resent criticism from 
outside 
the 
South, 
now 
have 
heard 
a 
fair sum m ary of their p roblem by the 
governor of G eorgia. 


But That Was 1955 


Ford M otor Co. m ight have m ade as 
m uch econom ic history in 1955 when it 
offered to sell s ock to em p loy es at a 
50 p er cent discount as its founder once 
m ade with a $5-a-day wage. But U nited 
Auto W orkers discouraged the m ove, be­ 
cause its bargaining strategy that y ear 
called 
for 
a 
guaranteed 
annual 
w age, 
instead. 
Now it is 1964 and the UAW is b argain­ 
ing again. This y ear it is asking the Ford 
Co. and G eneral M otors to give em p loy es 
the 
p rivilege of

Sp ecifically , it w ants the two com p anies 
to credit 
to 
w orkers, 
for 
p urchase 
of 
stock, w hatever rem ains of a five-cent-an-

O ur dilem m a would be the sam e.

Answer To A Proposal 
Doctor Gap Widens

The United 
States Pu b 1 i c 
H ealth 
Service 
has estim ated 
that it will take about 11,000 
m edical graduates a y ear by 
1970 
to 
keep 
the 
country 
in 
healthy condition. T h at’s alm ost 
3,500 a y ear m ore than are now 
being turned out by the nation’s 
87 m edical colleges, and the to­ 
tal p roduced increases at an an­ 
nual rate of only about 100. 
To close that doctor gap was 
one of the aim s of the Health 
Professions Educational Assist­ 
ance Act, p assed by the Con­ 
gress last Sep tem ber. The trou­ 
ble is that the Congress — 10 
m onths later — still has not ap ­ 
p rop riated any p art of the $236 
million authorized. 
M eanwhile, bids for a p iece of 
the melon have been p iling up 
in the offices of the 
P u b l i c 
H ealth Service’s division of hos­ 
p ital 
and 
m edical 
facilities, 
which is to adm i iister the p ro­ 
gram . The bids total 
m a n y 
tim es over w hat the governm ent 
intends to disburse. 
The biggest p a rt of the three- 
y e ar p rogram — $175 million — 
involves m oney for conslruction. 
T ire e of every $5 of this total 
will be sp ent on new or im ­ 
p roved m edical, nursing or p har­ 
m acy schools. 


THE REST is to be divided 
equally betw een new dental fa­ 
cilities in all m edical fields. 
For construction, the govern­ 
m ent will p ut up to two-thirds 
of the cost, 
and 
the 
schools 


would have to raise the rest 
from other sources. 
In addition, $61 million will go 
into low -interest loans — lim ited 
to $2,000 a y ear p er student — 
through 1969. 
As of this week, the PHS had 
received m ore 
ihan 250 “ let­ 
ters of intent” from schools ex­ 
p laining that 
federal 
f u n d s 
w ere needed to start a new m ed­ 
ical facility or to im p rove an 
established one. 
Of 
these. 
95 
w ere for m edical-school p rojects 
from the 87 existing schools and 
a dozen or so new ones in va r­ 
ious states of p lanning. 
If all the letters w'ere acted 
on. PHS officials said, the gov­ 
ernm ent would have to lay out 
m ore than a billion dollars. To 
get a m ore realistic p icture of 
the job. the agem-y asked those 
filing the letters of intent to 
p ost form al ap p lications by M ay 
15 for the first stage of grants 
hop efully totaling $100 m illion. 
This total was m ore than dou­ 
bly over-subscribed. About $140 
m illion 
of the requests cam e 
from 27 m edical-school ap p lica­ 
tions alone. These are now un­ 
dergoing on-site insp ections by 
PH S officials. 


TH E N EED in the m edical- 
school area is esp ecially acute, 
and bluep rints for new schools 
are being drafted at an unp re­ 
cedented rate. 
While 
only 
10 
new 
schools 
w ere created 
in 
the last 25 y ears, p hy sicians and 
other 
interested 
group s 
are 
w orking on p lans for at least 15 


new ones that should be ready 
before another decade p asses. 
Ty p ical of these is one in the 
m aking at R utgers U niversity , 
which started working 
on 
the 
idea m ore than two y ears ago. 
It has already received a large 
grant from the Kellogg Founda­ 
tion for organization and p lan­ 
ning, and hop es to have its first 
class in the fall ol 1966. 
As of June 30, the university 
had collected about $3 million, 
about tw o-thirds of it earm arked 
for construction. The p rojected 
cost of the school and equip ­ 
m ent is betw een $10 million and 
$12 million, of which R utgers 
hop es to raise $4 million from 
p rivate sources and the balance 
from the federal governm ent on 
a 
two-dollars-for-one m atching 
basis. 


AMONG OTHER new two or 
four-y ear m edical schools that 
are likely to get strong consid­ 
eration for federal sup p ort are 
the following:

Brown U niversity , which last 
fall adm itted 29 freshm en to a 
new six-y ear p rogram leading 
to a m aster of m edical science 
degree. 
U niversity

Mexico, 
w here a new two-y ear m edical 
school will op en in Sep tem ber. 
U niversity 
of 
C alifornia 
at 
San Diego, where a new facility 
is exp ected by tne fall of 1967, 
U niversity of Arizona, which 
exnects to com p lete a medical- 
science building in 1967, and a 
teaching hosp ital by the sp ring 
of 1969. 
U niversity of Texas, which ex­ 
p ects to have a four-y ear school 
ready in 1966. 
M ichigan

U niversity , 
w here 
the 
first 
class 
for 
a 
♦wo-y ear institution is exp ected 
next y ear. 
Other institutions in less-ad­ 
vanced stages of p lanning a re 
at St. V incent’s Hosp ital in New 
York. Pennsy lvania State Uni­ 
versity . the State U niversity of 
New York, and the U niversity 
of M issouri. 
Public 
Health 
Service 
offi­ 
cials have said that federal ex­ 
p enditures ultim ately will have 
to reach at least $750 m illion 
m ust for new m edical schools. 
R ight now they would settle re ­ 
luctantly for the $75 million sta rt 
that the House ap p roved recent­ 
ly for all kinds of m edical facili­ 
ties — new or old. They can’t 
w ait for the Senate to take its 
m ind

long enough to get the p rogram 
rolling.

T ie issue is w hether surp lus m oney be­ 
longs to the em p loy ers, who p ay it in 
order to fulfill a contract, or to em p loy es.

Russia's 
'Dirty 
Method'

NEW YORK - F or the first 
tim e since his release by the 
Soviet Union on Ap ril 22 this 
y ear, after he had been sen- 
tnced 
to eight 
y ears 
in 
jail 
for alleged sp y ing, B ritish busi­ 
nessm an 
Greville 
W’y nne 
ad­ 
m itted in New York the other 
day that his Com m unist interro­ 
gators “ alm ost broke him ” dur­ 
ing the six-month incarceration 
in a Moscow p rison. 


“ T hey 've 
got 
m any 
d irty 
m ethods.” he told 
a rep orter 
aboard the Queen E lizabeth in 
which he 
was 
sailing 
hom e 
a fte r a four-week recup eration 
cruL e fo the C aribbean 
and 
New Y irk. 
He refused to say if in his 
op inion his treatm ent am ounted 
to brainw ashing, but his wife, 
M rs. Sheila W y nne, told a re­ 
p orter 
that 
the 
R ussians 
withheld Ihe p arcels which she 
sent 
her 
husband 
while in 
p rison. They p rom ised Wy nne 
he would get them , she learned 
later, if he told 
his 
interro­ 
gators he “ would do as they 
asked.” 
W i’NVE 
R EFU SED to give 
details about his treatm ent, but 
his bitier outbursts against the 
R ussian Com m unists while re­ 
p orters w ere questioning 
him 
gave som e hint of its severity . 
“ The 
Com m unist 
cancer 
is 
sp reading!” he alm ost shouted, 
p assing a hand over his fore­ 
head. 
“ They haven’t changed at all; 
they 're still fighting the bloody 
revolution; they have quite d if­ 
ferent ideas about treating p eo­ 
p le ’rom 
what they have 
in 
A m erica and B ritain.” 
“ At m y trial, as y ou know, 
I p leaded quiltv with re serva­ 
tions,” he went on, “ but I had 
nothing on my conscience.” Had 
he been accorded p rop er legal 
rights before 
and during 
the 
trial? 
He 
rep lied, 
“ The 
only 
rights I had were those given 
m e by Russian law. 
He 
refused 
to com m ent on 
his alleged relationship with Col. 
O. V. Penkovsky , the R ussian 
who was tried in Moscow with 
him and shot. Wy nne w as ac­ 
cused by the R ussians of help ­ 
ing Penkovsky to p ass inform a­ 
tion back to the West. 
‘Y es. 
I 
knew 
Penkovsky .” 
W y nne said, but when asked to 
elaborate, he declined to com ­ 
m ent. “ I m ay be writing a book 
about all this when I get hom e,” 
he said, “ but at the m om ent I 
p refer to say nothing.” 
Had he been told by his for­ 
eign 
office em p loy ers 
to sav 
nothing? “ You should know bet­ 
te r than to ask th at,” he re­ 
p lied. " It is a free m an’s right 
to say nothing if he chooses.” 
HIS BITTER rem arks w ere in 
contrast to those he uttered at 
the trial in May . 1963. There 
he testified that he had been 
p ressured 
into 
working 
with 
Penkovsky by two foreign office 
m en nam ed Adkroy d and King, 
who successfully “ C om m anded” 
and “ threatened” him. He said 
then 
that 
he 
found 
him self 
arrested on a sp y charge be­ 
cause his fellow-country m en had 
“ deceived” him 
D uring his New York inter­ 
view, he refused to say any ­ 
thing about his trial testim ony 
or his conduct before his arrest.

arrested in Hungary in Novem­ 
ber, 1962 by Com m unist secret 
p olice.
